THE NEWFOUNDLAND DISPUTE. 
London, June 27. — ThVplue book 011 the 
Newfoundland fisheries, vjhich the govern- 
ment has been expected no issue for some 
days past, made its appearance to-day.

Riot on Board the Chinese Man-of-War 
Man Seng— The Ringleaders 
Arrested.

San Francisco, Juno 27.— The steamer 
City of Rio de Janiero brought news to- 
duy of a mutiny on the Chinese man-of-war 
Man Sheng the latter part of last month. 
The vessel was lying at anchor undergoing 
repairs when the captain informed the men 
they would be given only half pay. The 
latter displayed a mutinous spirit, and the 
matter was repotted to the commodore, 
who got a detachment of soldiers and went 
on board, when the captain proceeded to the 
deal the men out their half way. A free 
fight ensued, three soldieis being severely 
wounded with stabs from the knives by the 
infuriated seamen. The soldiers scrambled 
as best they could overboard and escaped, 
while the sailors locked up the commodore 
and captain and proceeded to have high 
festivities on board. They ultimately 
quieted down and released the captain. 
The otlioers had fifteen of the ringleaders 
arrested. 

Japan has not escaped the influenza. It 
lias been fairly rampant all over the coun- 
try. It recently appeared in the Ashco 
copper mine, where 1,300 miners are al- 
ready afflicted. 

The distress among the poor in Tokio has 
lecoine so marked that the directors of va- 
rious suburban and rural district ollices had a 
conference in Tokio to discuss the best 
means of affording relief. 

On the evening of the 5th inst. a fracas 
occurred between three Japanese men-of- 
war men and IS sailor's from the U. S. con- 
sulate against American sailors.

Of Recovering Hie Bodies of the En- 
tombed Miners at Dunbar, 
Pennsylvania. 



IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



A Fierce Fire Raging in the Mines- 
The Awful Sight Graphi- 
cally Pictured. 



D0JTBAR,fPa., June 27. — There is no longer 
any hope that the entombed miners 
can be rescued. A furious lire has settled 
their fate, and if their dead bodies escape 
the hungry fires, the pilfering rats that in- 
fest the mines will have gnawed them be- 
yond recognition. Death never came fo 
men in more revolting form, and affliction 
never fell heavier on the bereaved. This 
has been an awful disaster, yet even a greater 
is threatened. A fire, fierce as a whirl- 
wind, is raging for two thousand feet down 
into the yawning mouth of the Hill Farm 
mine' Deadly gas has generated back of 
the lire, and the ponderous bill into which 
the Hill Farm the Ferguson and Mahoning 
pits are driven is to-night a mighty 
magazine pregnant with death. The 
lightest stroke of a miner's pick would 
explode it, and the effect of such an explosion 
would be awful to contemplate. The rescu- 
ing party bus been withdrawn from the face 
of the Mahoning pit. A strong guard has 
been placed at the mouth of the Ferguson 
mines, to keep out the impatient, restless 
millers who would attempt to rescue the un- 
fortunates on their own account. The 
ihuues at Hill Farm mine are hot enough to 
drive away the invaders. The lire started 
in the mouth of Hill Farm pit shortly after 
!) o'clock to-night, It followed presently 
after tho drill entered the burning mine. 
For two hours before the flames burst out, 
huge billows of smoke, black, dense and 
deadly, rolled over each other into the air 
and drifted upwards, forming a ponderous 
monument of mourning to the dead inside. 
A rumbling rushing sound, like a swiftly- 
moving train through a tunnel, preceded 
the Humes. Secretary Watcllorn, Supt. 
Hill and the united press reporter were at 
the pit mouth awaiting tho outbreak. To 
the experts the smoke indicated tho ap- 
proaching fire, and for half an hour before 
its arrival its coming could be heard. Long 
before the fire reached tho pit mouth -it 
could been seen licking up tho timbers in 
the mine, and the steudy stream of water 
which rolled down the slopes seemed only 
te inspire and encourage to wilder efforts 



London, Juno 27.— In the commons this 
evening, Sir James Ferguson, under foreign 
secretary, admitted that,a declaration had 
been exchanged with France in March, 
1802, whereby France and England had 
agreed to respect, the independence of Zan- 
zibar. Referring to the report that the 
agreement with Germany included a secret 
clause forming an alliance between England 
and Germany in the event of war, he denied 
that the government had undertaken any 
new obligation toward any European power, 
either in the present agreement or other- 
wise. Negotiations, he said, were still in 
progress in regard to Walfisch Bay uud 
Damarahind. He also referred to the re- 
port that the government was disposed to 
cede the island of Dominica in exchange for 
the hitter's renunciation of her Newfound- 
land fishery rights, declaring it to be utter- 
ly baseless. 

Hon. W. H. Smith moved to appoint a 
committee of 21 to consider means to short- 
en the procedure on bills which have been 
partly discussed. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 273 
to 163, and the committee was appointed. 

The committee consists of 12 supporters 
of the government and i) members of the 
apposition.

Final Exercises in the Public and High 
Schools Disposed of Yes- 
terday.

Farewells to Miss Forrest. 



THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

Yesterday morning the public examina- 
tion of the High School wis held. Botween 
10 and 11 a. m. Mr. Netherby's class was 
examined in Arithmetic and Canadian 
History, and from 11 to 12 Mr. Smith's 
class underwent a thorough examination 
in Algebra and English History. The ex- 
ercises were of a very satisfactory charac- 
ter, and upon the promptness and ac- 
curacynf the answers given the Principal, 
Mr. J. P. McLeod, and hisassistantB,areto 
bo congratulated. There was no halting, no 
uncertainty as to tho correctness of the 
roplies tendered, all tho boys and girls 
knew their work and manifested no hesi- 
tation in showing it. 

Tho pupils of the First Division wore 
examined in the afternoon by Mr. Lun- 
dells and others in geometry and botany. 
Miss Tresaio Wyldo then read a composi- 
tion on " Home," which richly doserved 
the encomiums bestowed on it. Muster 
Boyd's essay on " An Adventure in 
British Columbia," was exceedingly well 
■written, and was listened to with 
deep interest by the audience 
which consisted principally of mothers; 
for there was an extreme pau- 
city of fathers of families, while tho 
clergymen were conspicuous by their en- 
tiro absence. Messrs. Hayward, Mal- 
landaine and Erskiue were present as 
representing tho Board of School Trus- 
tees, and among others there were In- 
spector Wilson (presiding), Messrs. War- 
lock, Hall day, Calder, J. B. Lovell, and 
Liout. Lang. There was no programme 
of music, or recitations. 

Inspector Wilson, on reading the re- 
sults of the examinations, said that tho 
papors for the different divisions wore 
not the same, and therefore it was im- 
possible to draw any comparison between 
them. Tho Goveroor-General'sprize for the 
first pupil in tho Victoria High School had 
boon won by Master Ernest Arthur 
Powell. Calling Powell up to tho desk tho 
Inspector congratulated him upon securing 
tho remit of his own untiring 
industry, earnest effort and atten- 
tion, it afforded him very great pleasure 
to present His Excellency's medal to so 
deserving a student. He hoped that this 
would be only tho beginning of his 
triumphs, and that he would hereafter 
look backwards to this event with a great 
deal of pleasure. He assured him that 
his studiousness and attention had not 
been lost sight of by the department. 

At this juncture, Miss Cameron came 
to the front and, at her request, Miss 
Forrest also stepped forward, when Miss 
Cameron read the following 
address : 

Dkab Miss Forrest— There is a time 
to in yet and a time to part; a time to 
form new ties, as also a time in which the 
old ones must bo gently severed. 
Time brings round many changes, and »1 
though, to-day, we must say " Good-bye 
and God speed ! " we hope that on 
some bright to-morrow wo may welcome 
you back among us. From that long 
ago day when school was callod for the 
first time in tho old Broughton 
streot building until tho prasent, as pupil 
and teacher, you have been closely 
identified with the public schools of Yic- 
toria. During that time your integrity, 
your faithfulness, and your high souse of 
justice havo gained for you the respect 
and esteem aliko of pupil;', parents, and 
of your fellow teachers. Y,ou will pleaso 
take with you on your travels, with our 
best wishes, this reminder of •Id days 
and of us. May it help to keep warm all 
tho old memories.

Inspector Wilson said, on behalf of 
Miss Forrest, allow me to thank you for 
your beautiful present and the kind 
words contained in your hearty address. 
Thx;y will bo cherished for a long, long 
time, and as Miss Forrest (ills tho cup, 
which cheers but, not inebriates, she will 
recall tho pleasant time spent with you, 
and were it not for the altered conditions 
which are drawing her hence she would 
say that she would never leave you. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Hayward (chairman of the board 
of school trustees), after s uno prelimin- 
ary observations with reference to the 
ladies present, and the interest taken by 
them in occasions like tho present, said 
that ho noticed with regret tho absence 
of many of our principal citizens, who 
did not seem to tako the interest in 
school matters that they ought to do. 
Ho regretted the absence of clergymen. 
For tho first time in his experience ho 
noticed their ahsonce. He could not say 
tho reason; but all could draw their own 
conclusions. Tho longer ho remained tho 
more he was impressed with the respon- 
sibilities of the office of a Bchool trustee. 
They might fail in somo respects, but ho 
asked tho electors to sympathize with 
them, especially when they had to act in 
what some might suppose to bo a hard 
and harsh manner. On the shoulders of 
the trustees rested the selection of teach- 
ers which affectod the futuro lives 
of somo 1,500 or 1,600 children. 
Thoir's was an immense responsi- 
bility and doserved sympathy. The 
work performed by tho schools had boon 
in a measure satisfactory to tho Trus- 
tees, and he would on their bohalf say 
that they wore not afraid, and had suf- 
ficient courage to act up to their convic- 
tions. Ho congratulated tho schools on 
what they had accomplished, and wished 
both teachers and scholars a veryploasant 
holiday. 

Trustee Mallandaino remarked that 
thero woro certain things which could not 
bo taught by school teachers, nor could 



they be got out of the hooks. Character 
had to be gained by energy, perseverance 
and other qualities. Everyone to bo suc- 
cessful must have something decided 
about him or her. If they had not de- 
cision of character they could not carry 
anything out. They must learn to roly 
upon themselves. They must work up. 
Ha would give a word of advice to those 
who had won the highest prizts. Some 
of them were looking forward to under- 
going a university training. They must 
not loso tho first, two, three or four 
years of that training, for, if they did, 
they, in a measure, lost n good part of 
thoir inclination to study, and, perhaps, 
put their parents to a burdensome — and, 
at any rate, an unnecessary — oxpense. 
To the others he would say that, if thoy 
did not enter into business or training, 
the probabilities woro that they would 
become waifs or strays. Let them learn 
a business thoroughly, even though it put 
thorn to sacrifice or inconvenience. When 
they knew a trade he could toll them 
that they had the world at their com- 
mand; otherwise, thoy would bo at 
any one's mercy, and, later on, 
when they got old, would be without 
means. Ho wished them all a happy 
holiday and every success. 

Trustee Erskine, after endorsing what 
Mr. Hayward had said, regretted tho 
absence of Hon. Mr. Robson, the Super- 
intendent of Education, and all the 
clergymen. This made them feel 
to-day like a cart with three 
wheels. It would, however, materi- 
ally shorten the "proceedings. Both 
teachers and scholars had got through 
their season of work and had done so 
creditably. Ho was glad to see the prim 
list and the promotions, and to notice 
how the boys wore fetting to the top of 
the tree, Somo of them, he presumed, 
would shortly be leaving for business or 
tho university. He hoped tho time was 
not far distant when young people would 
not he compelled to leave the province in 
search of a university education. It 
pleased him to seo so large a representa- 
tion of ladies present, and ho wished all 
pleasant and happy holidays. 

Mr. Warlock expressed his pleasure 
with what had taken place to-day. The 
progress mode by the scholars showed 
that they must havo worked wonderfully 
haul, and great credit was duo their 
teachers, without whom tho success 
would not have been obtained. He 
wished one and all a pleasant holiday. 

The proceedings were closed with the 
National Anthem.

Craigflow r school h;is a moat charming 
situation, a ]d is just the place where a 
pupil canwC k and play with great plea- 
sure. To t [o many who pass the old 
building it may not bo known that it is 
the firs- .school ever built in theprovince, 
having 1 been erected by the Hudson's Hay 
Co. in 185-1, when the Craigfloiver was 
one of the company's most productive 
farms. It is also unknown to the great 
majority that one of the officers of the 
H. B. Co. at that, early date, Mr, .James 
Stewart, is one of the present trustees of 
the school, and, in spite of the hard work 
of thirty-seven years of pioneer life, is 
still hale and hearty, and capable of 
performing a day's work as be was a quar- 
ter of a century ago. His fellow-trustees, 
Messrs. D. Adams and li. Porter, are 
also old pioneers of the province. 

Yesterday was examination day, and, 
as usual, at Craigflower, it was made a 
most interesting event. The school room 
was prettily decorated with flowers for 
the occasion, and the pupils were dressed 
in their best and looked bright and 
happy. There was a large attendance of 
tho mothers of the children attending 
the school, the trustees and the ex- 
teacher, Mr. Bannerman, also being pre- 
sent. Mr. Robb C. Johnson, the teacher 
of the school, has had chargo only two 
months, but tho knowledge displayed by 
the pupils in the various subjects in 
which they were examined, showed that 
thev had boon excellently instructed. 
During the afternoon a number of recita- 
tions and songs were given, the motion 
singing being especially good. 

The prizes were distributed to tho vari- 
ous winners as follows: Provincial rolls 
of honor to John 1!. Adams for profici- 
ency; Grace Calvert, for deportmon 1 ; and 
to Harriet Williams, for punctuality and 
regularity.

GAMBLING IN VICTORIA. 

To TUB Editor : — It appears to mo too 
bad that so much reflection has been cast 
upon tho members of tho police force 
because attention has been directed in 
your paper to the subject of gambling. 
Your article told the truth when it said 
that the police are not wholly to blame 
because gambling can be carried on in 
security in this city; and that the work of 
ruining ycuths and plucking strangers 
can bo dene without fear of the law or 
the authorities. It is true, as the mayor 
said, the polico are not allowed to enter 
saloons while on duty, under penalty of 
dismissal. What is wanted is, not only 
to amend tho law, but to place tho police 
under commissioners who would be per- 
fectly independent of all outsido influ- 
ences. I don't say tin t any of thorn 
are ill any way so, but when the 

voto of one saloon keeper and gambler 
counts just as much as that of any one 
else, it is possible that were an alderman 
to expect a tight election he might have 
some little dread of consequences. Let, 
I say, the law bo made as strict as is 
necessary, and thou let tbeotlicershave full 
power to enforce it and not be tied as they 
arc at present. Who will say that, for 
its population, Victoria is not the most 
orderlycityou the .Sound, and that though 
the police force is a very small one ? 1 am 
tired of having everything blamed on the 
police. Lot those who are responsible 
shoulder it, ai d let us have a stop put to 
the howl, "whore wore the police 1" If 
any of tho force can bo charged with any 
offense, lot them bo fairly ai"l squarely 
accused, and then let them bav^, 'bat is 
duo to thorn, a fair and square trial, Mr. 
Editor. If gambling is really bo bad 
why don't the ministers take it up in 
their pulpits, and let then talk to the 
women about their neglect of homes and 
families for four or five nights a week in 
order to go to church meetings, concerts 
and lectures. If half tho women made 
their homes such as they should be, the 
husbands and boys would stay there. 
Policemen have, many a time, sent and 
taken boys homo when they have found 
them in bad company and said nothing 
about it. Tho peop'e- anil perhaps 
some of tho growlers — don't know half 
what they do for them. Isn't it better to 
quietly take care of respectable wrong- 
doers then lock them up and put their 
families to a great deal of pain and sor- 
row ! 1 don't think it is proper to ar- 
rest every one found offending. Thop lieu 
are guardians of the peace, but if they did 
all that some people would expect what a 
showing there would sometimes be be- 
fore the police magistrate.

A COLONIST'S CRITIC. 

A correspondent ovor tho signature of 
"Chairman" attacks The Colonist in 
Thursday's Times. Tho articlo is a speci- 
men of tho discourses which have for 
some time been delivered orally and in 
print by tho faction of which tho Times 
is the mouthpiece, to create tho impres- 
sion that The Colonist and the party 
which Tiik Colonist supports is the 
enemy of tho workingman. Nothing can 
be further from tho truth than this. We 
do not gush over the workingman, it is 
truo, and do not flatter him as if ho were 
a silly girl or a male fool. Wo treat him 
as if we believed him to be an intelligent 
being able to think and to judge for him- 
self, and we are always ready to advocate 
any cause which is calculated to bonefib 
him morally or materially. 

Tho Times correspondent characterizes 
our articles on tho single tax as "lop- 
sided, distorted and wilful misrepresenta- 
tions." That is, we contend, exactly 
what they are not. We alone have had 
tho courage to tell the imblic what 
"single tax as set forth in tho 
works of Henry George" really is, 
and although wo havo been abused 
without s'int by men, who like " Chair- 
man," havo been trying to deceive the 
workingmen ami the real of the com- 
munity, Dot ono of thoni has over 
attempted to show that wo have been 
wrong in any single particular. They 
have not done this simply because they 
have not huen able, In tho very letter 
before us "Chairman" contin testhe decep- 
tion, and he does it wilfully, for his letter 
plainly shows that he is not an ignorant, 
uneducated man. 

He advocates a system of taxation 
•which he calls " single-tax," but which ig 
not single tax at all — a system, by the 
way, against which wo have not written 
one single word, lie favors, as far as 
this city is concerned, assessing the land 
ulone, leaving tho improvements on tho 
laud untaxed. He contends that an as- 
sessment of one and throe-fifths per cent, 
on the land alone would yield aa much 
revenue as is raised by tho present 
rate, and would he fairer, particularly 
to tho poor man. 

This is taxation, we presume, by 
measurement instead of taxation 
by valuation. As this is taxation 
and not confiscation it is debat- 
able by honest men. But, to begin with, 
we think that "Chairman" is mistaken in 
tho conclusion that this system of taxa- 
tion is peculiarly favorable to the work- 
ingman or the small capitalist. If the 
land alone is taxed, the rich man who 
owns a block worth half-a-million or so 
will not be taxed higher than the 
struggling manufacturer whose premises 
necessarily cover an equal aroa, but is 
not worth one-iiuartor of tho money. Tho 
tax would certainly fall heavily on the 
man who keeps property vacant in a 
good situation waiting for a better price, 
and no ono, wo think, sympathises with 
him very keenly. It would break no 
ono's heart to see him obliged 
to pay heavily for tho privilege 
he enjoys of keeping his land unim- 
proved. But it is for "Chairman" and 
others who think as "Chairman" docs, to 
decide whether it is exactly fair to make 
the mechanic pay for his modest cottago 
and his little cordon as heavy a tax as 
his rich neighbor, who has on tho same 
spaco a costly villa and ornamental 
grounds worth, porhaps, ten times as 
much, A frontage tax certainly cinches 
the owner of real ostato who will not Bell, 
but is it not a little hard on tho working 
men who own property in good situ- 



ations ? Wo, however, writo with difti- 
deuco on this <[\ie3tion. There are many 
men whoso opinions we respect who favor 
this system of taxation of city property; 
but to call it single tax H3 "Chairman" 
does, is simply an absurdity and in his 
case, wo fear, a deception. The men 
whose property is taxed in this way have 
to pay all the other taxes required of 
them by tho city, the province and the 
Dominion. It is not single tax by any 
means, but ono of many taxes. This, of 
course, "Chairman" knows, but he 
nevertheless calls it "single tax." 

Wo ropoat wo have not written one 
single word against this, system of taxa- 
tion or against any system of taxation 
proper. What we do condemn is "single 
tax aa set forth in tho woiks of Henry 
George " because it is not taxation at all 
but robbery. Under it the workingman's 
lot would not Lo taxed. It would be 
taken from him altogether and given to 
tho Government. If bo could not pay 
the rent which the Government charged 
him for his ow n land he would bo Bold 
out and turned out. 

Tho correspondent of tho Times says 
that we oppose George's single-tax (not 
his) because we get advertisements from 
dealers in real tstnte. He evidentlydidnot 
know that his own le'tor would be pub- 
lished under a big real estato advertise- 
ment that took up the whole of the upper 
part of the page. The Times likes " to 
rako in the shekels as well as any of its 
contemporaries," and it does not rofuse 
the money of "capitalists" and "specula- 
tors," as its columns pi (inly show. In 
abusing us for condemning tho system of 
taxation which he favors, which is not 
single-tax, or anything like single-tax, 
"Chairman" is barking up the wrung tree.

HELIGOLAND, 



EXIT COMPENSATION. 

No ono is, we think, surprised to 
learn that the Salisbury Government have 
found it expedient to drop the scheme of 
compensating publicans for their licenses. 
The cause fur surprise is that the Min- 
istry persisted in going on witli tho bill 
that contained the obnoxious clause ; u 
face of the powerful opposition that had 
been raised against it in the country. As 
far aa we can learn, the whole of tho re- 
ligious world, Protestant and Catholic, 
had sot its face resolutely against the 
policy of compensation. The opponents 
of the measure are not merely temper- 
ance fanatics, but tho great majority of 
them aro sober-minded, moderate men 
who havo taken no part in temperance 
movements. How the Government from 
the first did not foresee that their mea- 
sure would be distasteful to a very large 
majority among the respectablo classes 
shows that they know very little about 
the feelings and tho principles of the 
groat budy of the nation. If the Minis- 
try contained one man who understood 
the middle class and the working classes 
he, one would think, would have warned 
his colleagues so earnestly and so em- 
phatically against submitting tho pro- 
posal to Parliament that they would 
have boon convinced of the necessity of 
dropping the idea of compensating the 
publicans altogether. The result shows 
that even able men, who have had ample 
opportunities of observation, are not al- 
ways competent, to gauge the temper of 
the nation. 

The fact that the Govemmeut has 
been compelled, by the force of public 
opinion, to drop two of its principal 
measure.-, must weaken tin; confidence of 
the nation in its prudence and its 
sagacity. It was bad enough to bo 
forced to withdnm the Irish Laud Pur- 
chase Bill after it had been so long be- 
fore Parliament. But the Conservative 
Party nover took kindly to that lull. 
Their distaste was apparent from the day 
of tho introduction of the measure, and 
it was only because they werj brought to 



It appears that the cession of Heligo- 
land to Germany is likely to cause an 
acrimonious debate in the British Parlia- 
ment. The Liberals disapprove of tho 
surrondor, while tho Conservatives be- 
lieve that it is tho best thing that can be 
done. The island itself is of littlo or no 
intrinsic value. It is very small, and it is 
composed of barren rock and sand al- 
most as barren. It is less than six square 
miles in area, but as it is only thirty-six 
miles from the mouth of tho Elbe it is, 
from its situation, of some value to Ger- 
many. It has been for nearly a hundred 
years in possession of Great Britain, but 
what use it has been to the nation it is 
rather difficult to discover. Handing the 
island ovor to Germany may bo an event 
of some importance to its handful of in- 
habitants, but to the rest of the nation 
the concession can be of no appreciable 
consequence. Tho Holigolanders may 
not like the prospect of being under the 
laws of Germany, principally because 
they will be required to perform military 
service, but it will not bo very hard, we 
imagine, for the British Government to 
stipulate for their exemption. It does 
seem that if giving Heligoland to the 
( lermans made the settlement of the 
disputes in Eastern Africa more easy the 
bargain was a good one, as far as Great 
Britain was concerned. She gave up 
what was of no real use to her, and she 
obtained valuable territory and the ad- 
vantages that flow front good neighbor- 
hood. Wo do not think that the opposi- 
tion to the cession of Heligoland to 
Germany will be very formidable either 
in or out of Parliament. 



A RUMOR. 

A report was current a few days ago 
that the Government of Russia was [ire- 
pared to stand by I he United States in 
inain aiuitig its claim over tho waters of 
Behring's .Sea. Whether this is truo, or, 
like a great many of the reports in the 
American newspapers, manufactured for 
the occasion, is of little consequence The 
support of Russia cannot make an un- 
sound claim sound. It is, however, not 
a little strange to see Americans boasting 
of Russia's approval of a claim, which, 
when it was made by Russia, the 
Americans were themselves tho fir«t to 
protest against. Tho claim which Mr. 
Adams, on behalf of the United States, 
declared was untenable, when it was as- 
serted by Russia, can hardly bo tenable 
when it is made by the United States. But 
our neighbors believe that, circumstances 
alter cases, and that what was absurd for 
Russia to demand, it is perfectly reason- 
able for the United Sta es to contend for. 
The whirligig of time brings many extra- 
ordinary things besides revenges. 

EDITORIA L COM MEN T. 

The land-owners of Now Westminster 
had better bo on the look-out. Tho Col- 
umbian is trying in a sly way to make the 
people believe that they have no better 
right to their landed property than the 
slave-owner had to his slaves. Believing 
this, of course, it considers it not only not 
wrong, but altogether light, h> tako their 
land from them. It is only waiting font 
favorable opportunity to cany out its 
policy of confiscation. The land-owners, 
therefore, should beware. When pick- 
pockets are around men do not go into a 
crowd with their pocket-books exposed 
to view. They keep them well out of 
sight and havo a constable handy. Tho 
Columbian evidently wants looking after.

Bergesen, U Swede, who has been em- 
ployed by Mr. Colin in demolishing the old 
Wilson G. Hunt, was the victim of an acci- 
dent yesterday afternoon, which brought 
him unpleasantly close to death. Ho was 
standing on Store street, near the street 
railway track, upon which a car was ap- 
proaching at the ordinary rate of speed. 
Engaged in conversation with u friend he 
did not notice the cir, and stepped back- 
ward upon tho track, just as the oar had 
reached to within ten feet of him. Calling 
out sharply, the moloneer put on the brakes 
so quickly and to such good effect, that the 
unthinking man was not run over, although 
ho was knocked down, and the wheels 
stopped only a few inches from his neck. 
He lay insensible for u moment or so, and 
then with assistance walked to his cabin on 
the other side of tho harbor, where a doctor 
soon visited him. Il was found that no 



bones were broken, but the hack, right leg 
and left arm were badly bruised. The in- 
jured man said that ho alone was to be 
blamed for the accident, and had it 
not been for the competence of the cir 
driver he would havo been killed.

The company has 
four motor cars with two trail cars, all 
built by the John Stevenson Car company 
of New York. The motor cars are fitted 
with Stevenson trucks, on each of which 
are two 10 h. p. motors, made by the Thom- 
son- Houston Electric company. These are 
operated by levers at either end of the curs.

CITY BUILDING OPERATIONS 

Have a Healthy Tone and Indicate the Com- 
mencement of the Victoria Stone Aee— 
The Seworage Question Again. 

The outlines of the Pandora street Meth- 
odist church are assuming proportions 
which give promise of a handsome struc- 
ture, bearing out the statement of a prom- 
inent builder recently that the Stono Age. 
has only commenced in Victoria. Tho walls 
arc rising very rapidly, and stone-cutters 
make the air musical with their work of 
facing the material which is to go to make 
up the huge pile soon to be known as the 
Pandora street Methodist church. 

Near by is the nearly completed Presby- 
terian church extension. Plastering is go- 
ing on rapidly iu the interior and soon a 
very commodious place of worship will be 
thrown open to its members. 

Work on the Roman Catholic cathedral is 
also well under way, tho foundations al- 
ready appearing several feet above ground. 
The excavations here have been almost with- 
out difficulty or obstacle of any kind to the 
workmen, so that everything was plain sail- 
ing. 

In general building has a healthy tone, 
judging from the operations going forward 
iu the various sections of the city and 
suburbs, but a strong tendency has set in in 
favor of brick and stone structures, in pre- 
ference to wood. A gentleman said yester- 
day that he would not he surprised to sec 
nothing but brick and stone dwellings go up 
after, say, another year. The people are 
looking more to permanence and stability 
now-a-days as compared with tell or til teen 
years ago, he said, and this feeling is mani- 
festing itself in the buildings that are being 
put up. The gentleman iu question, who is 
one of considerable prominence and stake iu 
Victoria, said he hoped the present spirit 
would remain in the council with regard to 
the adoption of a system of drainage. He 
had watched the question, year alter year, 
with the greatest interest, and had become 
discouraged as one scheme after another was 
abandoned. " Things are more promising 
now," ho added, hopefully, " and 1 look for- 
ward to the early adoption of a good drain- 
age system. I noticed a paragraph 
in Tun Colonist the other day with refer- 
ence to this subject, in whioh it was stated 
that mutters would bo greatly facilitated 
and expedited by placing it in the bunds of 
a hoard of competent commissioners with a 
civic and possibly a government representa- 
tive. I think there will be but littlo good 
accomplished until some such step is taken. 
As to the statement, in the same paragraph 
to the effect that the city was ready and 
williug to furnish the money, 1 can fully 
hear testimony to the truth of that. Of 
course there may he a few of those chronic 
grumblers who "kick on principle;" they 
must be overruled, hecauso the city would 
have to wait till the end of the world for 
drainage if they had to wait till there wore 
no kickers." 



BURGLARS BRGIN BUSINESS. 

Two Successful Robberies Mark Thursday 
Night— Professionals Evidently nt Woik. 

Rev. Dr. Reid and bis faintly have been 
rusticating iu the country for upwards of a 
week past, and their home on Richardson 
street has, in consequence, been partially 
deserted. This fact was evidently known 
to at least a portion of the criminal class, 
fortunately small, who make Victoria dieir 
home; and during Thursday night the house 
Was systematically gene through, by pro 
fassionals evidently, and considerable booty 
was secured by the burglars. From marks 
on tho window casings, it is evident that 
the burglars used a half round instrument 
of hard metal in attempting to force the 
fastenings, but did not succeed. They then 
called the nippers into service, nnd unlocked 
the back door with the key that had been 
left in the lock on the inside. 

Having gained an entrance to the house, 
not a box or drawer, locked or unlocked, 
escaped attention, and everything of possible 
value was removed, the thieves evidently 
being in no hurry, not fearing a return of 
tho occupants of the house. Among the 
the stolen articles were u number of 
pieces of silver plate, two watches, 
a small amount in money, and a few 
articles of jewelry. Altogether, the fruits 
of tho burglary would probably be worth 
several hundred dollars. The housebreakers 
left nothing behind that would furnish a 
clue to their identity. 

Between "> and (i o'clock on Thursday 
evening, tho home of Mr. Taylor, who is a 
neighbor of Rev. Dr. Reid's, was also bur- 
glarized during the brief absence of the 
family. The nippers or skeleton keys were 
hero used, and a considerable sum of money 
fell into tlie hands of the burglars, together 
with a watch valued at §100 and several 
other small articles of worth. By the two 
robberies, the burglars, who were presum- 
ably the same, realized upwards of six hun- 
dred dollars in cash and valuables, and left 
no clue behind them, They are evidently 
no novices in the business, and it would be 
well for everyone to look well to bolts and 
bars, and tho police to exercise especial 
vigilance in the protection of the homes and 
property of Victoria's citizens.

AMERICA'S ITALY. 

Pacific Coast is Aptly Called 
Nr. C, E. Boltou, 



by 



Mr. C. E. IJolton, who is an old news- 
paper man himself, had a little to say in 
conversation with u Colonist reporter lust 
evening, after the lecture, which may prove 
interesting reading to all Victorians. 

Jlc was asked it he had enjoyed his pre- 
sent visit, and he replied; "Well 1 was 
pleased to return to the Pacific Oust. It 
contains ull the elements for a mighty 
enipirb/'exccpt that the people are keenly 
alive to the fact that republics, not empires, 
are trumps in these practical days of ours. 
Busy ? I should say, every day since the 
opening of the lecture season in October. 
I've scored two hundred lectures in the past 
yeur, a total of -one thousand illustrated lec- 
tures since I begun." 

" What is the secret of your success ?" 

" Oh, its the old story, success and genius 
all around the giobo are spelled with four 
letters w-o-r-k. In sewn years I have ex- 
amined critically 150,000 negatives in 
Europe for the views in my scores of ' Rea- 
listic Tarvels,' and always make it a point 
to' study on the spot all the localities I at- 
tempt to portray on the canvas. I have 
crossed the Atlantic a dozen times, 30,000 
miles on the ocean and mora miles on the 
continent. " 

"What do Europeans think of Ameri- 
cans i " 

"Well that is a most comprehensive ques- 
tion. As a rule Europeans are much occu- 
pied by their own varied interests. The 
born " Americans" they apply to Can- 
adians, citizens of the States, and 
of Central America and South America. 
Europeans began to view with jealousy a 
people of seventy millions, more or less, 
that has taken a front rank in a century. 
To even dream well as to the future of Am- 
erica, one must study the value of the mix- 
ture of races on the British Isles. For a 
thousand years that mixture of kindred 
bloods bus been going on, until to-day the 
in . igorated Britisher owns half the com- 
merce of the world. His daily bath and 
four substantial meals furnish healthy body 
and active mind, and he collects annually 
$600,000,000,000 of interest from loans 
made off the British Islands. A character- 
istic American, we b .ve none to-day, but 
after five centuries of lnixtute in their con- 
tinent of the best races, we shall he able to 
make the globe pay tribute to our 
greatness." 

I discover here on the Coast a most cos- 
mopolitun class of citizens, energetic to a 
fault, anxious for success. Of course, all 
waut to know how success cm, be won. 
In a nutshell, it is all embraced in the little 
anil omnipotent word "work." It seems to 
me a3 if the cities along the Pacific Coast 
have within themselves all the elements 
that have made the cities cast of the Rocky 
Mountains not only great, but independent 
of the rest of the world. 

When I came to the Northwest, I found 
in sight rivers and lakes, with tish of every 
kind, grand forests abounding in valuable 
timber, and hills that fairly groan with gold 
and silver, coal and iron of the best quality. 
Americans on the Pacific Coast do not fully 
appreciate the great advantages they enjoy. 
Lust si, miner, on my return from Victoria to 
Ohio, I spent six weeks writing the results 
of my observations into u lecture entitled 
"The Italy of America." 

"In what manner, Mr. Bolton, does this 
coast remind you of Italy ? " was asked. 

" Jlav,. you not here your own snow-clad 
Appenines and Alps?" was the reply. 
Have you not, what is better, a soil and 
climate that furnish the best of crops; 
cereals of every kind, olives, lemons, 
oranges and other fruits, you have a lovely 
lake and a sea coast with valuable harbors 
equal to those of the Mediterranean ? Are 
you a lover of the (plaint and old in his- 
tory ? You have the Shipwrecks of the 
Japanese and Chinese craft on your shores 
ami the legends of the old Spanish 
missions of the Aztecs anil ToIttM*? 
"lint to be a tittle luoreprasticul, the sound 
of the hammer is heard, and the Hash of tho 
saw seen oil every hand sinca I was lust in 
Victoria. The spirit of push bus touched 
Vancouver islam}, and a generation is hard- 
ly needed to convert Victoria into a Liver- 
pool. You have Oke it on and oal for ship- 
building and manufacturing, and Victoria' 
can become il she wills it, the city of ships 
and sailors. Victorians, dust your spec- 
tacles, look into the extensive forests and
